Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Rocco's Real Italian Swingers 

is Not Approved. 

if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 


The front cover of the video slick contains a large photographic image which depicts a naked male 
and female from the chest up and a number of smaller images which depict explicit sexual activity. 
The back cover contains a large number of small photographic images which present a barrage of 
explicit sexual activity in a degrading and dehumanising manner that is at times presented in close- 
up. Two images are particularly degrading and dehumanising as they present females with their 
buttocks splayed so as to reveal their anuses and genitals to the viewer. The close up focus of the 
images upon the genitals of the female participants and the sexual activity in which they are 
engaged, dehumanises them. Three images on the slick present a female surrounded by as many as 
four males which degrades and dehumanises the female presenting her as a collection of orifices and 
body parts for the pleasure of men. Some of the women are also depicted wearing masks which 
further dehumanises them. The descriptive blurb contains offensive language and is also sexually 
explicit. 

The Classification Office considers that the sexually explicit contents of the video slick and the 
degrading and dehumanising manner in which it is presented means that, if the slick were submitted 
under s 13(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 it would be likely to be 
classified as objectionable. Accordingly the video slick entitled Rocco's Real Italian Swingers is 
not approved for public display.
